On (be 2d of December, 1831, he stained 
his 'hands'i with French blood, married tbe 
weman you know, and, happy at having 
changed his tiowel for a sos'ptet,. be amuned 
himself by dancing on the tiubl-rope ol 
iiolitioc, wiibo'Jt Buspecling that there woald 
be a day when bis identity would be dis- 
covered and the most ignominious puniib- 
meat lor swindling in this manner be inlliot- 
id on him.' Be whom I pity roost, of course 
next to ourselyea, is.thq;jop|>g.uud intdriat,. 
ing Louis Bonaparte, w^bom ibat former baa 
deprived of bis life, and wboni'^^be diegraoee 
by doing tbe very reverse of what that 
yoang Prinoe bad promised in his manifes- 
toes. * 

This is tbe authontio history of tho heroe 
of Ham. And, ia eOF^ci. the moment we 
know Ibat a journeyman bricklayer ia seated 
on the French throne we are able to account 
for everyibiog— tbe incessant buildin({ mani 
Ihe needless appropriations, the demolition 
and rebuilding of the Tuileries, the intoler- 
able mania to mix up everything like lime, 
the plaster with wbiob tbe Eoipieis covers 
her fooe ;|every morning, and finally the 
edifice whose coronation be promisei as all 
tbo time, show plainly that a bricklayer is at 
ibu bead of France. Tbere Is one reflection, 
however, which consoles my wounded self- 
lovo. Long before 1 made thin terrible dis- 
covery, 1 had always asserted tha'. such men 
as Biircche, Fln.ard, " Walewskl... RoQher. 
Persigny, and the Jikd,' were, at (be most, tit 
to be hodcatrieiTB' to ' a joaropyiBaa btick- 
layer.' " ' ^

natural order Brassicaceie, an annual 
common on tho arid wastes of Egypt, 
Palestine, Barbary's sandy deserts, on tho 
cost of tho Rod Sea, and on tbe coast of 
the Moditerunean Sea. The plant is 
called Maryano or Mary's Flower in Pal~ 
estino, where it is said tho flower first 
opened at tho instant our Saviour was 
born, and paid homago to his resurrection 
by remaiuiijg expanded till Easter. The 
plant posaossos- strong hygromotricai 
qualities ; if taksn iip. when in, a growing 
state, aiid -kept entirely^ in a dry room it 
may be long preserved, dttd^ after being 
many years 'ia this 'sitnatiODi if the root 
be placed in a glass of Water a'fow hours 
tbe bods of the flowers will swell, - open, 
and appear as if newly taken oat of the 
ground. The common people of Palestine 
have many saperstltions attached to this 
plant. 

It was introdQCed into Mexico at nii 
o'irly date, and has since become perfectly 
uaturalized there.

BARON BBtraT'S 8PBB0H ON THB ABUT BILL. 

A Vienna letter in the NorlTi Eastern 

Correspondence rivos a new version of Baron 
BeuBl'a Fpeech on tho Austrian Army Bill. 
The correjipoDdent snys that thia ppeech, like 
all Iboso delivered liy Baron Beua on qnes- 
tions of foreign politics, waa very cautiously 
worded, but that it produced so strong 
un impresBion of alarm on tbe oommiBsion 
ibut tbe motion of Herr Reobbaur proposing 
10 fix the elfeclivo sirenglh of the army at 
GOO 000 instead ol 800.000 men, was st once 
rejeoted by a largo niojority. Baron Beust 
began by reviewing the policy of the previous 
yeai. Austria had sovoral times been ia 
such danger that she might have boeu ex- 
pored at any moment to an armed oooBici, 
owing, among other oauses, to tbe treaties 
concluded by Piussia with the Sonto Ger- 
man States Tbo Vienna Cabinet Birjve in 
Ibo midst of those difTioultiea to preserve its 
liberty of action, and considered that its 
interests did not demand ihot it should take 
any decisive step in any direction, or enter 
nto any of the nnoerlain alliances which 
!iad bean ollered to her even on tbe part of 
Prusiia. 

Baron Boust added that bo would make 
ibia "policy ol espcciation" his rule of no- 
lioo in luiurc; at tbo same limo, though 
taking evory cue to have her hands tree in 
matters of foreign poliiics, Austria had been 
obliged to defend herself against all prenure 
from without, and against every teodeooy to 
interfero io her loteriial affairs, especially 
Irom the side of Russia. Ttie Baron then 
aliaded to the cordial relutiona which prevail 
between Austria and France. Austria was 
also on very friendly tertnn with England — 
but be regrotied that Uteat Britain and tbo 
staleameo, who now direct her policy have no 
longer a definite and clearly marked line of 
conduct, as bad been Ibu caae in oiher limes 
and with other Cabinets, ihe couacqueoce ol 
which is that <he words which have been 
tpokea iu London in lavor ol peaoe no longer 
have tbe same weight aa they wotild have 
bad forouorly. 

Aa fur Prussia, the Vienna Cabinet has as 
yet bad no practical proofs of the friendliness 
sbe professes toward Austria. With RubsIb 
lis relaiiona are not unfriendly, but a certain 
coldnuas Biill prevuila between lha Courts ol 
Vienna and St Petersburg. In conclusion tbe 
Baron bitjti.d that, thougb oOiciaily ihe rela- 
tions of the Viecna Cabinet with the other 
Powers may be satisfaotory, tbere is still 
mucb distrnst between them, and that some 
of them sho^ a very equivocal dispoeition 
toward Austria. 'The (leaoo of Europe is 
not at ibis niomoot ilircatouoJ, but ihe situdf 
tioo requires Austria to be prepared for any 
aoaxpected ouoflioi, or else, in case a gene- 
ral disarmamoDt sbould be proposed, to sup- 
port it with all tbe weight of an imposing 
military force.'
